ECOWAS SESSION--Freetown, Sierra Leone, Oct 19 (AFP)--West Africa's 15-nation 
economic community (ECOWAS) began a five-week session of meetings here today 
in accordance with decisions of (?the) St Mays summit. The session opened 
with the 13th meeting of the transport sub-commission of the Transport, 
Telecommunications and Energy Commission, which lasts until Saturday. The 
meeting's agenda included a report of the director of the Department of 
Transport, Telecommunication and Energy, and debates on third party liability 
insurance, the inter-state road transport convention and the standardisation 
of road design. A priority item will be the cost of the remaining section of 
the trans-West Africa highway network from Lagos to Dakar and from Nouakchott, 
Mauritania, to Niamey, Niger. Am ECOWAS symposium will also be held, along 
with a meeting of the Trade, Customs, Immigration, Monetary and Payments 
Commission, and the Industry, Agriculture and Social and Cultural Sub-commissions. 
Finance experts of the ECOWAS funds budget will meet before the board of 
directors of the fund, and a Council of Ministers will be held from 

November 23 to 26 to close the session. With Sierra Leone's head of state 
President Siaka Stevens as the present chairman of ECOWAS, the 15 member states 
are Benin, Cape Verde, Ghana, Guinea, Guinea-Bissau, Ivory Coast, Liberia, 
Mali, Mauritania, Niger, Nigeria, Senegal, Sierra Leone, Togo and Upper Volta.

DESCRIPiiun OF PROBLEMS BESETTING LUANDA HOUSING 
Luanda JORNAL DE ANGOIA in Portuguese 25 Sep 81 p 2 
[Article by Ocirema: “Luanda Must Change Its Appearance" ] 


[Text] Because the text of the article entitled "Luanda Must 
Change Its Appearance” was cut short in our edition yesterday, 
which prevented its proper interpretation and which may have 
caused offense to certain organizations, we are printing it 
again today, with corrections. 


Street-repair crews are now on Rainha Ginga Avenue, covering it with a new layer of 
asphalt to smooth over its bumps and holes, thus continuing a job begun almost 1 year 
ago on other main city streets. 


Many thousands of kwanzas have been sunk into this investment which by itself alone 
represents an enormous effort in the state budget, although it has not been able to 
attract the attention of the city's residents, perhaps more concerned with other 
problems or perhaps because paving the main streets is not in itself able to change 
the city's whole appearance. The fact of the matter is that the effort made by the 
Luanda Provincial Commission has not been accompanied by the same amount of work by 
other entities. 


Thus, we observe that where the streets have been leveled and repaired other work 
was not done. And so we see that despite street repair some buildings remain in a 
deplorable state of repair. Dirty, with broken walls, neglected yards, dirty and 
crooked venetian blinds, broken windows, dripping water. That is just on the out- 
side. The situation inside some apartments is catastrophic. One sees everything: 
parquet torn out of floors, broken toilet bowls, stopped-up tanks and drains and 
much more. Trash and garbage in the hallways, where the trash is piled, sewer 
drains in a deteriorating condition, with an infernal odor. In fact, all conditions 
for spreading various diseases and epiderics are combined there, which reduces the 
effectiveness of the work done by the Heaith Ministry, especially the vaccination 


campaigns. 
Some important factors contribute to this state of affairs: 


1. The State Housing Secretariat, despite the efforts it has made, has not yet es- 
tablished effective control of the residents and of rent collection. For that 














reason it is unable to put together a complete list of repairs and maintenance for 
buildings it controls (or should control). 


2. Lack of control causes the residents to become careless. Some, who have not 
paid rent for years, no longer bother about the small repairs that must be taken 
care of regularly in their homes. 


3. There are no inspection teams to check up on the state of repair and maintenance 
of the buildings (and their apartments), nor any work crews to show residents how to 
use and maintain the service facilities in their apartments. 


4, There are no sanctions against those who neglect public property, vhereas resi- 
dents who do not care about cleaning and repairing their apartments snould be evict- 
ed. 


5. The commissions of residents are not functioning, whereas they should, in prin- 
ciple, be the connecting link between all residents and the various state agencies, 
especially the State Housing Secretariat. 


With this panorama, we can see that, while huge construction is being undertaken on 
all sides, millions of kwanzas are being lost, especially in the housing sector, 
due to nonpayment of rent and the galloping destruction of buildings, as in some 
cases their repair would cost as much as putting up a new building. 


We consider it urgent, therefore, to find a solution that is feasible and satisfac- 
tory for all concerned, starting with: compulsory payment of rent, a process that 
has already been put into effect; mobilization of residents to clean up and repair 
their homes through joint health and social-affairs brigades, in which should be in- 
cluded mass organizations such as the OMA [Organization of Angolan Women]. At the 
same time some authority should be given the residents’ commissions so they can 
exert some control, make inspection of the residences and enforce all rules that may 
be adopted by higher authority. 


And this is because it seems to us that the State Housing Secretariat alone will not 
soon be able to solve the immense problems it faces. Their solution requires the 
collective commitment of the residents to solve their own most serious problems. 


By mobilizing all residents for repairing their own apartments and dwellings, it 
will be possible to more forcefully encourage them to clean up their streets, beau- 
tify the gardens on their block, and progress from their block to the neighborhood, 
to beautify Luanda, which day by day is corroding and crumbline under the weight of 
indifference and neglect. Enough!

CENTER UNDER CONSYRUCTION TO SUPPORT OIJ, PRODUCTION 
Luanda JORNAL DE ANGOLA in Portuguese 24 Sep 81 p l 


[Text] In its latest edition, NOVEMBRO magazine published an article devoted to the 
project for constructing a support center for oil production, on Kwanda Island, 
about 5 kilometers from the city of Soyo, in the province of Zaire. 


Construction of this new industrial city in Soyo is due to the need for infrastruc- 
ture that can properly serve the activities of the concessionaires for petroleum 
tracts, especially those numbered one, two, three and four. The project, whose 
budget is 900 million kwanzas, was sponsored by the National Fuel Company of Angola 
¢{SONANGOL). 


The future base on Kwanda will have lodgings for workers, warehouses, offices and 
repair shops. By the end of this year, the island will have a quay with 200 meters 
of berthing area. Meanwhile, the Pululu Channel is being dredged to a depth of 

6 meters to make it navigable by vessels of deeper draft. 


The port zone will be extended by a vast industrial area, where warehouses, repair 
shops and "piperacks" (storage areas for pipes used for oil wells) are to be built 
in coming months, 


A contracting firm is already paving 25 kilometers of highway that will go through 
the most densely settled zone of Soyo, from the Kwanda base to the Pangala onshore 
oil field, going by way of the Quinfuquenha terminal, constructed soon after Inde- 
pendence, to improve the process of storing and shipping crude oil for export. 


Meanwhile, the project also calls for installing infrastructure to support a resi- 
dential zone, to include recreational areas, outdoor lighting, a telephone exchange 
and a sewerage system. 


Construction of this base is the result cof development that leads to rational utili- 
zation of one of the People's Republic of Angola's most promising resources: pe- 
troleum.,

The instruments of ratification 
were those of the General Transport

Railway Agreement, the Cultural 
Agreement, the Economic Scientific 
and Technical Co-operation Agree- 
ment, and the Ethio-D,«bouti Joint 
Commission for Economic, Scientific 
and Technical Co-operation Agree- 
ment. 

Meanwhile, ways of strengthening 
Rail Transport between Socialist 
Ethiopia and the Republic of Djibouti 
was discussed here Friday night. 


The talks between Comrade Yusuf 
Ahmed, Minister of Transport and

Union} warned the population against the remarks of the prime minister to the effect 
that that a state of emergency will be proclaimed in case of any violence in the 
country, which would amount to a postponement of elections. He appealed to politi- 
cal parties "to avoid playing into the hands of those who want to postpone this 
popular consultation." 


According to the constitution, Parliament will be dissolved on 28 December, Guy 
Ollivry, leader of the UDM, said, Now then, he continued, "for some time, we have 
been witnessing manifestations of violence, for example, against an Assembly of God 
in Quatre-Bornes, or disturbances fomented by political parties. The prime minister 
is beginning to evoke the possibility of a state of emergency. We think that the 
sole reason is postponement of the elections." 


Yesterday morning, the MMM and the PSM [Mauritian Socialist Party], represented re- 
spectively by Paul Berenger and Harish Boodhoo, denounced the prime minister, 

Sir Seewoosagur Ramgoolam, who, at a press conference on Thursday, had evoked the 
possibility of a postponement of the coming generai elections. for both parties, 
"chere can be no doubt that it is a test balloon deliberately sent up" by Sir See- 
woosagur Ramgoolam with the intention, on the one hand, of taking the pulse of the 
voters and, second, of getting the people used to the idea of a possible postpone~ 
ment of the coming general elections. 


Still in response to Sir Seewoosagur Ramgoolam, Boodhoo and Berenger openly criti- 
cized "the undemocratic attitudé" of the prime sinister and also dendunced the PMSD 
{Mauritian Social Democratic Party]. 


Harish Boodhoo, who has the role of defending the MMM, accused by the prime minister 
of being "a party that preaches violence," said that Sir Seewoosagur wants to mis- 
lead the population. The prime minister 9s accused "the MMM of being a violent, 
subversive and undemocratic party," Bood! said, but why did he entice certain ele- 
ments of that "subversive" party to strengthen the government? Among the latter, 


Boodhoo said, some hold key posts in the .sovernment,. 


Concerning the PMSD, the leader of the PSM said that that party “has always been 
tole ated by Sir Seewoosagur Ramgoolam." 








Boodhoo also spoke of the mission of Eliezer Francois to South Africa. "It is a 
shame for the island of Mauritius to go begging for pennies from the Pretoria auth- 
orities," he said, “especially at a time when countries such as England, France and 
Germany are beginning to keep their distance from South Africa." 


The leader of the PSM also denounced the prime minister for having failed to condemn 
the invasion of Angola by South African troops. 


For his part, Berenger stated that the statements and allegations made by the prime 
minister at the press conference on Thursday concerning a possible postponement of 
the general elections are “extremely grave for the country." 


After speaking of the PMSD, “which is a party of violence," according to him, 
Berenger concluded that the proposal of the prime minister to ask for between 33 
and 40 percent of the shares in the sugar industry is "ridiculous."

PRIME MINisTER EVOKES POSSIBILITY OF GOVERNMENT PARTICIPATION IN SUGAR INDUSTRY

[Excerpts] Prime Minister Seewoosagur Ramgoolam quite casually dropped a bomb in 

the sugar industry yesterday, proposing the principle of government ownership amount- 
ing to from 33 to 40 percent. According to Sir Seewoosagur himself, the proposal 
would revolutionize the sector and bar the way to the nationalization recommended by 
some political parties. However, he also took advantage of the 75-minute press con- 
ference to express his hope for the establishment of a front made up of all democra- 
tic parties against the MMM/PSM [Mauritian Socialist Party] alliance and to remind 
the press of its responsibilities at a time when democracy is threatened. He also 
spoke of unemployment and the economic and social situation. 


The following is a summary of the other points brought up by newsmen at the prime 
minister's press conference: 


[Question] How many seats does the Labor Party hope to win in the coming elections? 


[Answer] We are aiming for a majority; that is all. We do not claim to win three- 
fourths, as the MMM does, saying it has already won the elections. "There's many a 
slip twixt the cup and the lip." They need three-fourths to establish their dicta- 
torship. The Labor Party is democratic and only wants a majority. 


I am told that they are dreaming of a Madagascar-Seychelles-Mauritius federation. 
We would be the oxen pulling the cart. 


[Question] Will you recall Parliament? 
[Answer] For the time being, it is adjourned. 


[Question] Is unemployment not a factor of social destabilization? What are you 
doing to eliminate it? 


[Answer] Unemployment is a worldwide phenomenon. It has been worsened by the exag- 
gerated demands of some trade unionists, who have ruined industries in the free zone 
and made the country pay millions of rupees in freight surcharges. Those trade 
unionists have disrupted transport and ruined our economy. Add to that the natural 
disasters: cyclones, floods. 
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Work on the airport in the north has been delayed by a disagreement within the govern- 
ment. But they will begin again as soon as funds are available. 


The minister of foreign affairs is discussing the hiring of Mauritian labor on Diego 
Garcia with the Americans. The minister of housing has engaged discussions with 
South Africa for a relaunching of the construction industry. We are also planning 
electrical and water projects. 


[Question] What do you think of the unemployment allowance? 


[Answer] It is under study, but you know that if it were granted, everyone would 
become unemployed in order to take advantage of it. 


[Question] Was the demonstration on the 7th authorized? 


[Answer] Everyone has the right to express his opinion, but no one has the right to 
block a city or streets. 


I believe that my comrade Duval should once again join the Francois group and work 
with us amidst order and discipline to improve the fate of the Mauritians. 


[Question] Will elections take place this year? 

[Answer] I cannot answer that. 

[Question] Do you have contact with the RPL [expansion unknown]? 
[Answer] No, I have friends there and I wish them good luck. 
[Question] Who are the ones trying to cause disorder? 

[Answer] The answer to that is painfully obvious. 


[Question] You hope that Duval will again join the Labor Party after fearing dis- 
orders on 7 September. Is there not some contradiction there? 


[Answer] If he comes with me, I shall get him on the right track (Si li vine ecque 
moi, mo a mette l'ordre are li). 


[Question] Would there be a Cabinet shakeup soon? 
[Answer] I do not know. Those who, are in the government have experience. 


[Question] Would the Labor Party present the same team in the elections? They are 
talking of a "rejuvenation" of some 60 percent? 


[Answer] I cannot tell you. The question will be studied by a committee. 


[Question] Your minister of planning is not here. Is there some disagreement? 
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[Answer] I do not believe that there is any disagreement. I presume that he was 
not able to be here. 


[Question] You want a rallying of all democratic parties? 

[Answer] I would like the establishment of a front of all parties that believe in 
democracy and the principle of a mixed economy. The people will then have an 
opportunity to give a real verdict. At any rate, the MMM is not democratic. The 
leopard cannot change his spots.

HUNGARIAN DELEGATION PROMISES TO HELP SOLVE BUS PROBLEM 
Maputo NOTICIAS in Portuguese 6 Oct 81 p 3 


[Excerpt] "In Hungary we are going to arouse the working classes and the responsi- 
ble ministry to increase their support in solving your problems," Karoly Palotai, 
vice president of the Central Council of Hungarian Unions (CCSH), told workers at the 
Urban Public Transport Company [TPU] yesterday. 


At the TPU, the Hungarian labor-union delegation was informed, at its request, that 
of the 51 Ikarus articulated buses imported from their country in 1978, 30 are not 
running. According to a company official, the vehicles need fan belts, tires and 
shock absorbers. 


The company official added that the problem was made worse by the delay in arrival 
of spare parts bought from Hungary, which he said added to the number of vehicles 
out of service. The TPU expected to receive parts on 29 September, "but they did 
not arrive, for reasons as yet unknown to us," he said, concluding that "we are not 
providing transportation for the public and in terms of profitability the company 
is contending with serious problems," 


Another aspect brought up in the talks between the Hungarian labor delegation and 
TPU management is related to the last delivery of 50 Ikarus conventional buses, 
whose front windows vibrate when the bus is in motion, “and buses were found that 
had a knock in the motor," it was learned during the meeting. 


In response to the concerns of the TPU workers, the vice president of the Central 
Council of Hungarian Unions told them that the problems arising here with the Ikarus 
buses are the same as those that the transportation company in Tanzania is facing. 


"We are trying to understand your problems, but we are a labor delegation and we 

cannot decide about the Ikarus. But we promise you one thing: when we return to 
Hungary we will arouse the working class and the responsible ministry to increase 
their support in solving your problems," said Karoly Palotai. 


The labor leader added that Hungary, as wll as Mozambique, must make an effort so 
that the Ikarus buses are properly utilized. 


At the meeting between the Hungarian delcgation and the TPU management group, it was 
revealed that seven technicians will soon arrive from that country, who will join 
the four already here in helping assure maintenance of the Ikarus fleet, 


The CCSH vice president headed a labor delegation that has been in our country 
since Saturday for an exchange of ideas with the National Commission for Implement- 
ing Production Councils.

DIFFICULTIES HAMPER AGRICULTURAL MARKETING IN NORTH

[Excerpts] Concentration of large quantities of agricultural products in the na- 
tion's northern provinces is affecting the marketing campaign. That fact results 
from the limited cargo capacity of the Mozambican maritime fleet, but also from 
poor organization for use of existing capacity. 


“Although the marketing process this year has been much better than last year, the 
results may not be commensurate with the effort made because, besides the quantities 
of products remaining in shipping ports, there are also goods waiting to be shipped 
from the districts and localities," is how one AGRICOM [Agricultural Commission] 
worker described the agricultural marketing process in the North. 


With the warehouses completely filled, in some cases, with agricultural products 
marketed last year, the process of buying farm surplus from the peasants is not 
going well, especially in relation to quantities scheduled to be shipped. This 
state of affairs is in contrast to the great mobility in districts where an intense 
effort is made not to discourage the peasant. 


Reports from Niassa indicate that great efforts f£ the AGRICOM brigades to make a 
success of the current agricultural marketing caapaign have not yet met with a sat- 
isfactory response from other organizations also involved in this process. 


The shortage of sacks--which has affected the marketing of agricultural products 
every year--may become even worse in the 1981-82 campaign, as order filling, even 
this year, was very slow. That is why the goods are stored in bulk with all the 
damages that-could result, especially in the case of flammable products like sun- 
flower seeds, copra and others. 


Essential commodities have been sent to the marketing zones as a way to encourage 
the peasants to deliver more of the products that AGRICOM wants to buy.

[Excerpt] Many people with baskets in hand on the streets and in the stores of the 
city and its environs; always hurrying, an activity characteristic of the first days 
of each month occurred last Saturday in the nation's capital, announcing the usual 
search for the monthly quota of staple foodstuffs. 


Already in the early hours of the morning one could see in the cooperatives and 
other stores of the city groups of people waiting for supplies to arrive. There 
were many cases in which the wait was fruitful. But there were also cases of shops 
that had nothing for their waiting customers. This happens many times because some 
store owners do not keep their stock up to date. 


A trip through the stalls showed us that the Central Market is a faithful and com- 
plete example of what was happening elsewhere. Much activity and much waiting in 
order to find something that could be used for food. 


But on Saturday afternoon the Central Market opened late. Its doors did not open 
to the hundreds of waiting persons until 20 minutes later. Outside, the usual 
grumbling of those who have no time to lose had already begun. 


Once again there were tomatoes and they were sold at the ceiling price. There was 
kale but not much of it, There was cabbage and lettuce, as there was yesterday. 

. One of the vendors to whom we talked said that his business is better and there are 
now fewer cases of diverted goods. 


But, although it was supposed to beone of the days established for selling potatoes, 
there were none; at least they never arrived at the stands. Much was being said 
about the shortages of potatoes, which has little to do with the vendors. 








Scarcity of Products

[Excerpt] The shortage of major food products is again becoming apparent in the 
city's markets. The Central Market, which is a good example, was crowded again 
yesterday, as usual, with long lines, inside and outside the marketplace, Of those 
standing in line, some wanted milk and others wanted cakes. Others were lined up 
to buy oranges and still others wanted pork, of which there wasn't any yesterday, 


One of several stands that should have been selling shellfish had just a few kilo- 
grams of dried fish at a price of 120 meticals per kilo. Another had dried shrimp. 


There was no fresh fish, It was said that the part intended for selling shellfish 
was completely neglected. No one knows whether the cold-storage chambers there will 
begin to function again some day. 


There was kale yesterday at some stalls at the ceiling price of 25 meticals per 
kilogram and also some at 20 meticals. Just as little by little we are leaving be- 
hind us the time of abundant fresh greens, there also appear here and there in the 
markets greens that are greens in name only. So some are sold at a price well be- 
low the ceil ig, because they aren't worth any more.

DECISION MADE FOR RENEWED TAKEOFF OF WALL NEWSPAPERS

[Excerpt] Due to the current low level of wall newspapers, characterized essential- 
ly by the fact that the information they contain is not kept up to date and other 
aspects, an effort is being made to reactivate and transform these information 
sources for mobilizing the public. The effort will be made especially among party 
rank and file in strategic enterprises in the city of Maputo. 


Making wall newspapers dynamic and operative throughout the country was the guide- 
line laid down for secretaries of party cells and managers of wall newspapers in 
some strategic enterprises of the city of Maputo by Jose Pascoal Zandamela, member 
of the Central Committee and chief of the DTIP [Department of Party Ideological 
Work?] at a meeting held Saturday afternoon in the nation's capital. 


This meeting was also attended by persons responsible for wall newspapers in some 
neighborhoods and secondary schools. Two main points were discussed: practical 
and feasible ways to make wall newspapers more dynamic and the new style for the 
content of this local information source, 


During discussion of matters on the agenda, it was pointed out that inactivity of 
wall newspapers is caused by inactivity of most of the party's rank-and-file struc- 
tures. Another difficulty is the lack of basic journalistic knowledge on the part 
of persons who put out the wall newspapers. 


[n regard to the latter aspect, Jose Pascoal Zandamela stressed that it is not 
enough to know what is happening at a production center or in a neighborhood (prob- 
lems of transportation, food supply and production). When these events are report- 
ed in the newspaper they should follow a certain form; they should be well-written 
and brief, put in simple language that the people can understand. 


It was also shown at the meeting that souwe items in wall newspapers are copied from 
daily newspapers and are an unnecessary ~epetition of what has been broadcast by 
radio. 


‘This is a self-indulgent approach on the part of those responsible for wall news- 
papers and shows a lack of initiative. Rather than this, prominence should be given 
to events at the place where the respective newspaper is produced. The workers 

will appreciate this enormously." 
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Elaborating on the same question, a procedure for how these local events can be 
published was presented, 


For national news, it was stressed that it must be done at the place of work or of 
residence. In this way, specific information will be provided because it directly 
affects the persons concerned,

NATION'S FCONCMILC PROSPECTS VIEWED AS SOMBER

[Editorial by Amadou Top: "Somber Prospects" ] 


{Text} Since 2 January 1981, when he succeeded Senghor by virtue of Article 35, 
President Abdou Diouf has outdone himself -- thanks to the body politic and general 
promises -- in establishing an image and forging a cult of the man of providence, 
which official propaganda distills in concentrated doses. 


We have already emphasized that many of the "innovations" he has made in the course 
of affairs are maneuvers and are in keeping with the restructuring of the neocolon- 
ial system in the face of the rising people's struggles, if not directly aimed at 
masking the profound crisis through which the country is passing. 


For that reason, the month of August, in contrast with the customary monotony of 
the vacation period, was particularly restless with, as its high points, the unjust 
military intervention in Gambia, the mini Cabinet shakeup and a frantic campaign 
waged around a dubious struggle against illicit enrichment, all bathed in a con- 
tinuing price spiral and worsening unemployment that has gone beyond the alarming 
stage. 


People are already asking: What will be the specific, immediate effect of the Gam- 
bian adventure on public finances? 


Will the law against illegal enrichment be: a legal weapon in the hands of one of 
the many cliques in power, in order to control its rivals? One more trick to de- 
fuse the people's anger over the ostentatious life style of the minority of newly 
rich who have made it with ease, by misappropriations? Or a means of appeasing 
financial backers with regard to the future destination of sums committed to the 
hypothetical economic and financial recovery? 


Whatever the case, the crisis is there, omnipresent, entirely borne by the working 
masses. Is there any hope of emerging frou it soon? 


The frightful predictions of Louis Goreux prevent us from harboring the slightest 
‘e. In an interview just granted to the weekly JEUNE AFRIQUE (No 1075, 12 August 

198]), Goreux, IMF official in charge of the Senegal file, answered the following 

question put by JEUNE AFRIQUE: "How could the IMF help Senegal now?" "We must 








not block the system -- that is, we must prevent the economic machine from stopping, 
from being blocked," he said. 


These abrupt statements are in singular contrast with the soothing official speeches 
regularly doled out to us, speeches in which, in a haphazard, evasive manner, the 
international situation, the energy crisis, the drought and other.consequences are 
alleged. 


And yet, everything would seem to indicate that it is not over. Furthermore, the 
IMF expert clearly reveals it in these terms:.- 


"In Senegal, I read the daily newspaper LE SOLEIL and discover that everything is 
going well in the best of all possible worlds. That is dangerous because when it 
becomes necessary to say that things are not going so well, the public will no 
longer understand. For example, do you believe that the Senegalese people will 
easily accept an increase in the price of rice tomorrow when they have never been 
prepared for such a change?" 


Is this a mere test balloon or a measure already drawn up? Whatever the case, 
Goreux concludes by advising "governments to explain to the people the changes, 
even the sacrifices that will be necessary while awaiting better times." 


But that is precisely the problem: The neocolonial regime has understood quite 
well that the Senegalese people is no longer willing at all to "make sacrifices" 
for the benefit of the handful of parasites clinging to the state machine. What 
a cruel dilemma!

REDUCTION °F COLLECTiON POINTS FOR MARKETING CAMPAIGN RA/’PED 
Dakar JAAY DOOLE BI in French No 24, 1-30 Sep 81 p 3 


[Text] While the operating companies in the rural world excel in the art of milking 
the people, the neocolonial government cynically ties its hands. 


In deciding to reduce the number of collection points for the future marketing cam- 
paign, without consulting or even advising the peasants mainly involved, the govern- 
ment proves once again its firm intention of serving no one but the capitalist 
interests. 


In fact, by virtue of a letter from the minister of rural development dated April 
1981, it has been decided to reduce the number of collection points, consisting, 

for a given geographical area including a certain number of cooperatives, of choos- 
ing a place where every cooperative will set up its scale in order to collect the 
production of its members and users. Consequently, the peasants wishing to sell 
their grain will leave their villages and will have to go several kilometers on foot 
or by donkey. 


The most patent example comes from the Louga region, where we learned that in order 

to facilitate the work of SONACOS [National Company for the Marketing of 0il-—Producing 
Producing Plants in Senegal], authorities have reduced the number of collection 

points from 167 to only 75, without any say by those mainly involved (the peasants). 


What else can this mean other than the fact that the peasants, who are already living 
in poverty and total deprivation, will add to their already deficit budgets the ex- 
penses entailed by such transport. 


Furthermore, during the meeting at which these measures were announced, several 
persons present in the room reportedly manifested extreme opposition, particularly 
one farmer heading the Union of Cooperatives and Prefects. They allegedly firmly 
maintained that such a proposal runs counter to the interests of the peasants and 
that it only helps SONACOS, which is in charge of purchasing the grain. 


All of this proves that the measures claiming to increase prices to the producer, 
1© announced by the president in his 4 April 1981 message, are in fact but a decep- 
i, with the government taking back with one hand what it gave with the other, 





The minister of rural development himself confirmed this when he wrote in his 
previously quoted letter: "The recent increases in prices to the producer, parti- 
cularly for peanuts, will mainly be financed by savings achieved thanks to a better 
organization of the collection. In this context, the reduction in the number of 
collection points will play an important role." That is very clear. 


By this decision, the neocolonial government, which has turned its back on the 
interests of the masses, relieves SONACOS and SEIB [Electrical and Industrial 
Company of Baol] of the transport expenses for agricultural products. Responsible 
for buying the peasants’ crops, these companies will have their work facilitated 
for them, while for their part, the farmers will have to bear the entire burden. 


One can wager that the peasants, who have steadfastly manifested their opposition 
to this policy, will respond in the manner most in keeping with their interests.

RAPLO GROWTH OF TOURLSM FORECAST IN NEW PLAN

A FAIRER distribution of 
tourism benefits nationwide, 
the protection of Seychelles’ 
natural attractions and a 
slowing down of the in- 
crease in visitors by the end 
of the century are the main 
points of a national tourism 
master plan, just published. 


The plan, drawn up with 
the heip of the Irish Tourist 
Board at the initiative of the 
Ministry of Transport and 
Tourism, predicts a _ rapid 
growth of the tourism indus- 
try in the national economy. 
Tourism now represents be- 
tween 46 and 53 per cent of 
the gross domestic product. 

According to the master 
plan, drawn up on a_ short 
and long-term basis, covering 
the years 1982-1987 and 1987- 
2000. there will be 100,000 visi- 
tors by 1987 and 150,000 an- 
nually by the year 2000. 

That peak of 150,000 will 
be the most suitable number 
the islands are able to absorb, 
says the master plan. It adds. 
“At that stage, a conscious 
decision should be made to 


slow down the rate of expan- 
sion to three per cent per an- 
num”. 

This move will relieve the 
country of the pressure that 
too many visitors would bring 
on the resources ‘that make 
the country an_ attractive 
place to visit in the first 
place”. 

On protecting Seychelles’ 
natural attractions — ranging 
from environment and sce- 
nery to that heartbeat of Sey- 
chellois tourism, the quality 
of life — the plan calls for 
systematic monitoring of tou- 
rist arrivals as progress is 
made towards the peak fiqure. 

Commending the present 
Government's policy on tou- 
rism as “well formulated”, 
the plan calls for fairer, na- 
tionwide_ distribution of the 
benefits of tourism, and ear- 
marks Anse Royale on Mahé 
and Praslin as the priority 
areas for hotels. 

The plan also notes some 
failings in the overall quality 
of accommodation and hotel 
facilities in Seychelles. 











SO: 


Priority must be given to 
improving standards, the plan 
urges, recommending also 
that future hotel development 
in the country should be 
“smaller in scale and have a 
greater degree of distinctive- 
ness evocative of the quali- 
ties of Seychelles.”’ 


ine plan describes the tou- 
rism infrastructure in the 
country as “weil developed’, 
but it also calls for skilled 
manpower as a matter of prio- 
rity, particularly trained hotel 
managers and supervisory 
Staff. 


“The obvious enthusiasm 
and commitment, while appa- 
rent, is not sufficient in itself”, 
it adds. 

Examining complaints that 
Seychelles is “very costly” as 
a tourist destination, the plan 
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Says this is more a reaction 
to “what is perceived as re- 
presenting poor value for mo- 
ney in some aspects of the 
tourist facilities than a rejec- 
tion of pricing policy in itself’. 

It adds: ‘‘Value for money 
could be greatly improved by 
action on three fronts: secu- 
ring a substantial improve- 
ment in Cuisine, bringing 
down the price of excursions, 
thus permitting more visitors 
to experience the extensive 
qualities of the islands and 
improving the quality of en- 
tertainment”’. 

Seychelles’ tourism consti- 
tutes an exceptional product, 
the plan concludes. While 
there are some immediate 
problems, they are far from in- 
superable;: the future of 
tourism in Seychelles can be 
viewed with optimism.

GVERNMENT CONTROL OF ELECTRICAL WORK REPORTED 


Victoria NATION in English 6 Oct 81 p 1 
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ALL. electrical installation 
work is now being control- 
led by Government to make 
sure that contractors do not 
take advantage of the pub- 
lie by charging unfair pri- 
CCS. 

This follows complaints 
aboul excessive charges for 
electrical work — particular- 
ly on Praslin, where many 
people _ protested through 
their SPPF branches about 
the cost of having their hous- 
es wired before the new pub- 
lic supply was switched on 
last June. 


Starting from October 1, 
Seychelles Electricity Corpo- 
ration (SEC) is assessing all 
contracts to see whether or 
not they are fair before the 
electrical Contractor is allow- 
ed to start work 


The contractor now has to 
submit a form to the SEC 
detailing tre work to be done 
and the price he proposes 
to charge. The client will also 
have to sian this form to 
Show that he agrees” with 
the details of the work 


If the price is judg2d to be 
fair, then apprcval is given to 
the contractor to start work. 


Consumers should not al- 
low electrical work to start 
until they have seen the writ- 
ten approval from the SEC 
to the contractor, said a Cor- 
poration spokesman. 


lf the price is judged to be 
unfair, then the Corporation 
will determine a fair price 
for which the contractor must 
do the work. If he refuses to 
Stick to this price, then his 
electrical contractor's licence 
may be revoked. 


The client must not pay 
the contractor more than 80 
per cent of the total value Of 
the approved price before 
the completed installation has 
been passed by an SEC _in- 
spector. 

lf, on inspection, it is 
found that the work is exact- 
ly as the original details on 
the approved application 
form, then the remaining 20 
per cent of the price can be 
paid to the contractor. 
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If there are any differences, 
these must be put right to 


agree with the approved ap- 
plication form. However, if a 
variation is required from the 
approved application § form, 
then the details of this change 
and the proposed price in- 
crease must be submitted to 
the Corporation on a special 
“variation to contract’ form, 
which again must be approv- 
ed before the variations are 
carried out. 


The main aim of this moni- 
toring is to ensure that people 
are not persuaded to pay un- 
fair sums of money for work 
about which they know little. 


It is all too easy for an uns- 
crupulous electrical contrac- 
tor to confuse a layman with 
technical terms and lead him 
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to believe an electrical instal- 
lation is more complicated 
and hence more expensive 
than it really is, said the SEC 
spokesman. 


In the main this control is 
directed at contracts which 
have a value of around R. 
30,000 and less, but the same 
principles apply to all con- 
tracts. 


President René referred to 
complaints On Praslin in the 
speech he made on June 6 
when the Praslin power sta- 
tion was opened.

Several tests have already 
proved successful, encourag- 
ing plans to put the meat in- 
dustry on a sound footing. 


At present around 450 cat- 
tle are slaughtered a year and 
the country is only 20. per 
cent self-sufficient in beef 
and related products. Steady 
progress is being made, how- 
ever, particularly in dairy pro- 
duce, where the aim is to pro- 
vide more fresh milk for sale 
to the public and for proces- 
sing by National Agro Indus- 
tries Ltd. (NAIL) into cheese, 
butter, yoghurt etc. when their 
factory at Pointe Larue is fi- 
nished. 


More than 70 Australian 
Milking Zebu (AMZ) cattle 
brought here in 1979 are doing 
satisfactorily, according to a 
Government husbandry offi- 
cer. These heat-tolerant tick- 
resistant animals were _intro- 
duced because they had prov- 
ed suitable for the tropics, 


with a good milk yield, they 
produce healthy calves and 
can be fed easily on 
fodder

Some of these cattle have 
been distributed to farmers 
after calving, but most are 
still undergoing adaptation 
tests at Grand’ Anse, Mahé. 
Although Seychelles lacks the 
rich pastures of other cattle- 
farming countries, elephant 
grass is proving a very suc- 
cessful feedstuff here, while 
Sugar cane, sweet potato lea- 
ves and other plants are also 
Suitable 


Other cattle breeds such as 
Sindhis, Friestans and Short- 
horns were introduced in the 
past to improve the local 
stock, but it seems that the 


AMZs may prove to be the 
most successful from an eco- 
nomic standpoint 


When it comes to pigs and 
pork products, Seychelles 's 
already 80 per cent self-suffl- 
cient. and the recent import 
of 15 Largewhite and Landra- 
ce animals from Britain lays 
the basis for quickly closing 
the gap. 


Thanks to the Saddleback 
pigs introduced from 1976, 
more than four fifths of local 
pigs now have good mother- 
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ing qualities, an excellent 
rate of growth and an ability 
to convert food into lean 
meat. The Saddlebacks im- 
proved the quality of pork on 
the market, where housewives 
now rarely find large lumps of 
fat on sale. 


The Mangoose breed of pig 
traditionally found in Seychel- 
les has a high fat content and 
takes twice as_ long to grow 


as the Saddleback or Large- 
white and Landrace, though 
crossbreeding with Hampshire 
and Landrace boars has im- 
proved the Mangoose to some 
extent. 


The arrival of the British 
pigs, among them 12 sows, 
will, it is hoped, be the start 
of a major pig industry that 
will carry Seychelles through 
to self-sufficiency. The hus- 
bandry officer believes there 
is no reason why the new 
breeds should not do well 
here, provided they are well 
managed. 


The Largewhite and Land- 
race pigs — _ being fast 
breeders, quick-growing and 
producing higher quality meat 


with little fat — will support 
NAIL’s planned pork proces- 
sing industry for bacon, sala- 
mi, ham etc. In five years’ 
time it is hoped that savings 
of over R. 5 million a year in 


imported pork products can 
be made. , 


Seychelles has, over the 
years, become self-sufficient 
in eggs but is still importing 
large amounts of chicken 
meat. The Government is now 
taking steps to establish pa- 
rent stocks solely for produc- 
tion of broiler chickens. Again 
NAIL will run this venture in 
the hope that Seycheles will 
soon raise all the chickens it 
needs. 


Being disease-free, Seychel- 
les has a great advantage in 
livestock farming. Strict im- 
port rules protect the coun- 
try’s animals against such di- 
seases of foot and mouth and 
swine fever. 


At present huge imports of 
animal feedstuffs are draining 
off part of our savings, but as 
the meat industries are deve- 
loped, there are plans to 
make much more use of fish 
wastes processed into animal 
feed.

He expressed the (?fact) 
however that the British Broadcasting Corporation operates as a (?separate system) 
and that it is not controlled by the government. Mr Oleiry agreed with the vice 
president that British journalists must come over and see for themselves before 
issuing reports so that a proper picture of events here is presented to the world. 
The high commissioner said however that these reports do not in any way affect 
British interests in Sierra Leone as is demonstrated in the number of British 
nationals working in the country. He hoped these reports will not in any way 
affect our relationship and assured Mr Koroma that he will continue to work in

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TANZANIA=-MALAWI REACH TENTATIVE BOUNDARY AGREEMENT 
Dar es Salaam DAILY NEWS in English 5 Oct 81 p 1 


[Text] The ministerial talks on the Tanzania-Malawi border which ended on 
Saturday at Kyela, Mbeya Region, reached a tentative agreement on a new straight 
line boundary stretching from Kasumulu mountains to Kalongolela on the shores of 
Lake Nyasa. 


The Minister for Lands, Housing and Urban Development, Ndugu Mustafa Nyang'anyi, 
who led Tanzania's delegation to the talks, told the Daily News over the phone 
that the agreement by ministers of both countries would be ratified at another 
meeting to be convened in Malawi at a later date. 


The new border line, called for by both countries in an earlier meeting in 1978 
will replace Songwe River which has always been changing courses, confounding 
mappers and planners. 


The ministers started meeting at the Tanzanian town of Kyela last Friday and on 
Saturday had occasion to fly over the proposed new boundary. The aerial survey 
was, according to Ndugu Nyang'anyi, punctuated by technical discussions at 
particular points along the border line. 


The Malawi delegation was led by the ruling Malawi Congress Party (MCP) Secretary- 
General Mr E.B. Mbuluzi, who is also MCP Administrative Secretary and Minister 
Without Portfolio in the President's Office. 


Other members included the minister for Transport OAU and UN Affairs, Mr Muhengu, 
the Minister for Northern Region, Mr R. Chirwa, and other government officials. 


The talks were also attended by Tanzanian Home Affairs Minister Muhidin Kimario, 
Minister of State in the Prime Minister's Office Jackson Makweta and other Party 
and Government officials. 


Tanzania and Malawian experts had earlier held preliminary meetings at Kyela since 
last Monday to prepare ground for the ministerial talks. The ministers were 
briefed on the technicalities involved in the new border before surveying it on 
Saturday. 





The new boundary was drawn by a team of experts from both countries under the 
co-ordination of an impartial expert, Mr P. Opie Smith of Britain. 


Shihata further reports that a brief statement issued at Kyela by Ndugu Nyang‘anyi 
said the two parties have postponed the signing of the agreement pending further 
consultations. 


Earlier, Ndugu Nyang‘anyi who also chaired the meeting, re-affirmed Tanzania's 
commitment to "continuously and tirelessly work towerds peace and meaningful 
co-operation with all her neighbours." 


He told the Malawians that such joint meetings held to finalise the territorial 
boundary without arbitration was clear testimony of Africa's political maturity 
in dealing with her own affairs in the spirit of good-neighbourliness. 


According to official records since the boundary was fixed by agreement between 
the German and British colonial rulers in 1898, people living along the 26- 
kilometres stretch of the river have every now and then been driven to either 
side of the boundary by the river's meanderings.

GROUND work has been laid 
for a special programme un- 
der which the National Bank 
of Commerce (NBC) will ex- 
iend loans for small scale in- 
dustrial ventures. 

The NBC has established a 
Small Scale Industries 
Department at its head office 
to deal with the programme 
and has also worked out a 
system under which the loans 
will be disbursed and 
followed up. The documents 
to be used under the 
programme have also been 
prepared. 

NBC officials and represen- 
tatives of relevant parastatal 
bodies and ministries siartec 
a seminar at the Institute /f 
Finance Management (IFM) 
in Dar es Salaam yesterday to 
discuss the programme. 

The seminar was opened by 
the Minister for Industries, 
Ndugu Basil Mramba, who 
said the government had 
designated the NBC as the 
main financial intermediary 
for providing loans to the 
small scale industries 
ventures because: 

@Tbe NBC had more bran- 
ches extending to the rural 
areas more than any other 
financial house in the coun- 
try; 

@The bank had more 
workers who, after ap 
propriate and adequate 
training on their new role, 
would face their new tasks 
successfully; 


. ©The NBC had an added 
financial capability over other 
financial institutions and 
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could allocate a _ sizeable 
amount for short, medium 
and long-term loans for the 
small scale industries. 

The minister explained that 
in the absence of a designated 
financial body handling loans 
to the small scale industries 
sector, entrepreneurs ex- 
perienced hardships’ in 
securing loans both for erec- 
ting factory shops or with 
which to acquire the needed 
machinery. 

“There was confusion”, he 
said. 

He said although. SIDO 
(Small Industries Develop- 
ment Organisation) had a 
fund with which it loaned 
parties setting up industrial 
ventures, the resources were 
limited. 

Ndugu Mramba, describing 
the loans programme as 
revolutionary, said the 
government had asked the 
Central Bank to establish a 
credit guarantee scheme 
which would compensate the 
NBC to a certain percentage 
of the loans which were 
disbursed but couldn't be 
recovered due to various 
reasons. 

But he cautioned that the 
NBC should not take this as a 
licence with which to un- 
dertake its activities 
haphazardly expecting 
monetary injection from the 
Central Bank through the 
scheme. 4 


He said the government ex- 
pected the NBC to decen- 
tralise its powers to the zones 
and eventually to the regions 
and districts in order to avoid 


bureaucracy, thus ending 
delays. 

The minister said it was en- 
visaged that during the Five- 
Year Development Plan, em- 
phasis would be laid on the 
establishment of more small 
scale and medium industries 
which utilised raw materials 
that were readily available in 
the country. 

The plan was also expected 
to focuss on the establish ment 
of industries which would 
require, relatively smaller 
capital investment and which 
would produce goods for both 
local consumption and ex- 
ports. 

He said the number of such 
industries could be more than 
what SIDO had projected. 
There’ ore sound groundwork 
should be laid for funding 
these ventures, he said. 

The minister, outlining the 
marked contribution of the 
small scale industries to the 
national income in recent 
years, said by June this year 
there were a total of 4,893 
small industries which con- 
tributed some 902 million 
shillings or 27.6 per cent of 
the total income generated by ‘ 
the industries sector. 

The smal! scale industries 
included both factory (using 
machinery) and non-factory 
units, he explained. They em- 
ployed a total of 68,700 
people last year. 

Ndugu Mramba said under 
SIDO’s five-year development 
plan, a total of 1,067 ‘oaeay 
units and 2,271 non-factory 
units would be established 
throughout regions in the 
country.

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DAR ES SALAAM REGIONAL AUTHORITIES TO CURB RACKETEERING

[Text] Dar es Salaam regional authorities intend to strengthen measures against 
racketeering, including revocation of bogus business licenses for building 
materials, stationery and textiles. 


The Regional Commissioner, Ndugu Ibrahim Kajembo, told newsmen on Thursday that 
plans were also underway to confine more building materials for distribution to 
the Building Hardware and Electrical Supplies Company (BHESCO). 


BHESCO currently distributes cement and corrugated iron sheets through its 
branches and appointed agents throughout the region. 


"We are going t» expand this list to include other important materials such as 
electrical equipwent," he explained. He added that buyers of these materials 
would be required to fill in special forms specifying their projects. 


They would also produce architectural plans of the buildings to justify the 
amount required, he said. 


Ndugu Kajembo lamented that racketeering was rampant among stationery and 
textiles dealers, many of whom misused their licences. He hinted that stationery 
business would be confined to the Tanzania Elimu Supplies (TES) or its appointed 
agents, 


On textiles, he said, it had been learnt that racketeers obtained the materials 
by using licences of traders who had closed down business temporarily or 
unscrupulous ones who misused their licences, 


He explained that 24 textile racketeers were arrested at Tandika last December, 
adding that they were found with a total of 422 receipts for the goods they 
possessed, The receipts bore various licence numbers belonging to none of the 
traders. 








“What this means is that either some licence holders bought the textiles from 
Dartex and gave them to the racketeers or they availed themselves of the licences 
for use by the racketeers," he pointed out. 


The Regional Commissioner said a comprehensive textiles distribution system would 
be laid out when a probe team appointed last August by the Minister for Trade to 
look into Dartex activities completes its work. 


The six-man team, led by Ndugu J. Lupembe, is supposed to evaluate the company's 
distribution system and recommended long-term measures to control textile 
distribution in the region. 


Some 57 traders are understood to have indulged in dubious textile business had 
their licences revoked last month under a Government order. 


"We know that more traders are involved in dubious deals and we are going to 
revoke their licences and restrict new applications to genuine cases only," 
Ndugu Kajembo said. 


He explained that some of the holders of the licences revoked last month had 
appealed to a special regional committee, but added that the appeals had been 


turned down, 


He called on the people to be vigilant against racketeers and report them to the 
relevant authorities for action. 


More co-operative shops should meanwhile be formed to eliminate the middlemen, 
he added,

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PLT ISSUES GUIDELINES CONCERNING PRODUCTION TARGETS , BONUSES

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THE Permanent Labour 
Tribunal (PLT) has issued 
guidelines governing the 
preparation and registration 
of production targets and 
bonus applications under the 
strength of the government 
circular on productivity, in- 
comes, wages and prices 
policy. 

A statement issued by the 
tribunal in Dar es Salaam on 
October 5 and circulated to 
all employers on_ the 
mainland emphasised that 
salary increments would no 
longer be automatic and that 
under the government circular 
(number 1 of 1981) bonuses 
would go to institutions sur- 
passing targets and lower 
production costs. 

According to the PLT 
statement, both annual salary 
increments and bonuses 
would be based on improved 
efficiency standards agreed 
upon jointly by employers and 
JUWATA and which should 
be approved by the tribunal. 

It said the standards would 
be considered in relation to 
productivity data, the number 
of employees, annual amount 
spent on salaries and work 
emoluments, capital in- 
vestments and production 
costs. 

Other considerations will be 
annual gross turnover, pre-tax 
profit and profit after 
taxation and audited balance 


sheet of the respective in- 
stitution.

proposed targets should be ac- 
com panied by a brief account 
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on annual company plan, ac- 
tus! operational position, 
future plans and foreseeable 
set backs.

Other details should cover 
estimated increase in produc- 
ate and efficiency, actual 
production for the previous 
five years, man-hours to be 


utilized and those to be lost. 


(for productive institu tions) 
and four copies of audited ac- 
counts and balance sheet on 
profit and loss for the 
previous year. 

Under the government cir- 
cular, public and private in- 
stitutions must lay out 
production targets based on 
their nature of operations 
beginning 1981/82. They 
should also evolve incentive 
schemes covering individuals, 
departments and whole in- 
stitutions surpassing these 


targets. 

The circular which was ap- 
proved by the National 
Assembly in July explained 
that production targets 
should aim at reducing 


productién costs while main- 
taining quality products 
selling at reasonable prices. 

“Workers of an institution 
which incurred loss would not 
get salary increments. Those 
exluded from increments 
would be taxed to make good 
such loss under arrangements 
to be spelt out by the: govern- 
ment”, it said. 

On bonuses, it stated that a 
company or corporation which 
operated at less than 50 per 
cent capacity would not be 
considered.

He said the valley was at 


present being polluted by 


unregulated irrigation and 
farming on river sources and 
banks, unnecessary tree 
felling and poor grazing. 
Ndugu Makweta explained 
that apart from the develop- 
ment projects which had 
already taken off, the Govern- 
ment intended to launch 
many more projects to fully 


exploit the valley’s potential, 
utilising abundant natural 
resources such as water, land, 
forests, animals and minerals.

TSA OFFICIAL CALLS FOR HELP IN SOLVING SISAL GROWERS’ PROBLEMS 
Dar es Salaam SUNDAY NEWS in English 1l Oct 81 p l 
[Article by Simeon Ileta] 


[Text] Sisal growers have expressed fears that the burden of reviving Tanzania's 
wavering sisal industry is too much for them alone without full Party and Govern- 
ment involvement. 


Voicing the concern of the sisal growers in Tanga yesterday, tne Executive Chair- 
man of the Tanzania Sisal Authority (TSA), Ndugu Shaweji Abdallah, called upon 
the Party and the Government to launch a full-scale national campaign to seek a 
permanent solution to the shortage of sisal cutters, one of the major problems 
currently crippling the country's sisal industry. 


Ndugu Shaweji said most of the youth recruited as sisal cutters by the TSA from 
various parts of the country had left the estates to seek better jobs elsewhere. 


As a result, the TSA chief said, all the 8,000-plus sisal cutters employed by 
the TSA were in the 43-48 age group. The TSA which is the biggest sisal grower 
in the country, requires a labour force of about 11,000 sisal cutters. 


"Tlf trend is left to go on, one can imagine the repercussion to the sisal industry 
within the next five years,'' Ndugu Shaweji said and called for co-ordinated efforts 
between growers, the Party and the Government in seeking permanent solutions to 

the problem within the shortest possible time. 


He said the problem called for quicker attention because if left unsolved, efforts 
being undertaken to increase sisal production under the five-year development 
programme launched this year would be frustrated. 


Ndugu Andallah said that due to shortage of sisal cutters and other problems, 
sisal production had fallen drastically during the first six months of this 
year from the envisaged 50,550 tonnes to only 34,833 tonnes. 


He said although some Party and Government leaders in the regions had given sisal 
growers encouraging support in their efforts to recruit more sisal cutters, there 
were still others who had refused to cooperate on grounds that this would drain 
productive labour from the villages. 








"Would that some labour not be productive to the country by working in an industry 
that fetches about 700 million/- in foreign currency annually and could even 
fetch more?" Ndugu Abdallah asked, 


He said some regions even refused TSA's proposal that whenever a worker left his 
village and worked in a sisal estate for a year at an average of 23 working days 
a month, his village should be paid 600/- a year as a bond ensuring continuity 
to the worker's services in the village. 


He disclosed that a package of incentives had been introduced for sisal cutters, 
including salary rises, free housing and bonuses for exemplary performance, and 
that efforts were also being made to build more houses in phases. 


Ndugu Abdallah, however, agreed that there was a lot to be desired to improve 
working conditions to attract youths to work in sisal estates. 


"But it is only through Party and Government mobilisation as well as political 
education that people can really understand the place of the sisal industry to 
the country's economy and constructively play their role," he said. 


Ndugu Abdallah said that although studies were being made to determine whether 


sisal cutting could be mechanised, this would inevitably take a long time and 
sisal cutting would continue to be undertaken manually for a long time to come.

plying water to at least 70,000 
people, he said. 

Ndugu Lipangile explained 
that the project had been ex- 
periencing the problems - of 
shortage of water-mains 
valves, fittings and other 
wooden domestic water 
points. 

The bampoo/wood 
fabricated materials to be 
tested today include also the 
wooden domestic water point, 
a wooden water cork, a (fee 
for water mains and a wooden 
elbow for water mains. 

Others are union for water 
mains, a reducing socket, nip- 
ple, and a connector — both 
for water mains, Ndugu 
Lipangile said. 

The bamboo and water 
materials cost less than 
metallic or plastic pipes and 
other materials for supplying 
water.

The statement said that a 
Major success was scored in 
rice production with the Cor- 
poration harvesting a total of 
23,696 tonnes from 3,247 hec- 
tares compared to a projected 


target of 21,226 tonnes from 
some 3,103 hectares. 


“Production of nce sur- 
passed the projected estimates 
by 12 per cent,” said the 
statement adding, ‘the 
Mbarali rice farm produced 
21,596 tonnes of rice, which is 
an average of 8.15 tonnes per 
hectare. Such a high produce 
per hectare had never been 
registerd at the farm before’”’.

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GOVERNMENT RESCINDS TAFICO-AFC FISHING CONTRACT 
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lExcerpt] 


THE Government has rescin- 
ded the Tanzania Fisheries 
Corporation (TAFICO) and 
Atlantic Fishing Company 
(AFC) joint fishing contract 
signed in July last year 
because if was contrary to 
established procedures, it was 
announced in Dar es Salaam 
yesterday. 

In a statement, the Ministry 
of Natural Resources and 
Tourism’ said the contract 
agregment was not fully 
scrutinised by the Tafico 
Board of Directors, nor was it 
approved by relevant Govern- 


"ment institutions 


“The agreed contract was, 
therefore, lacking in many im- 
portant aspects,” the 
Statement said 

It added that the Ministry 
had only endorsed a. six- 
month research venture, “and 
not three years as the 
TAFICO/AFC agreement 
provides.”’ 

The siatement is based ona 
probe report by a four- 
member commitiee appointed 
by the Ministry last July to 
investigate Daily News in- 
vestigative reports to the ef- 
fect that the contrect was un- 
conscionable and favoured 
AFC 

The Daily News had feared 
that the country could have 
lost anything up to 200m/- in 
foreign exchange through the 
joint fishing venture. 

“The committee has 
satisfied itself that TAFICO 
did not abide by Government 
standing procedures on con- 
iract negotiations’ the 
statement said 


“The TAFICO management 
is to blame for the anomally 
regarding the handling of the 
contract agreement with 
AFC,” it stated. 

It has been further un- 
derstood that a move is un- 
derway to look into recom- 
mendations of the probe team 
to restructure TAFICO 
management with a view to 
separating the. positions af 
Executive Chairman and 
Menaging Director currenfly 
vested in one person. 

Other recommendations in- 
clude suggestions to review 
the overall management with 
a view to instituting up-todate 
data processing and main- 
tenance methods, Ministry 
sources have said. 

The Ministry statement ex- 
plained, however, that the 
probe committee wes in 
favour ef continuation of the 
TAFICO/AFC joint-venture 
on a revised basis taking into 
account all relevant bodies, 
including the TAFICO Board 
of Directors. 

The committee also recom- 
mended formation of a clear- 
cut policy on com mercial 
fishing ventures, outlining the 
responsibilities and rights of 
institugons wishing to enter 
into joint-ventures with 
foreign firms in future. 

The statement added that 
TAFICO had been directed to 
review their agreerrent with 
AFC “if necessary,” with a 
view to filling-up loopholes 
existing in the former 
agreement. 

The recommendations, the 
statement said, should be for- 
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warded to the parent Ministry 
which would present them to 
a special Governmental com- 
mittee under the Financ 
Ministry responsible for 
scrutinising business contracts 
for onward presentation to 
the Cabinet. : 

The Daily News published 
in three series investigative 
reports pointing out several 
irregularities jn the contract, 
including low pricing of 
prawns, favouring AFC in 
foreign earn ings, un- 
derdeclaration of the catches 
to the Central Bank and that 
AFC vessels sailed away with 
uncustomed fish. 

But the probe report based 
its findings almost exclusively 
on TAFICO explanations. 
The team, for instance, said it 
was “impossible” for the 
country to have lost up to 200 
million/- in foreign currency 
through the deal. 

“Even if the two AFC 
vessels operated non-stop for 
the seven months, they would 
catch a total of 4,012 tonnes 
of fish worth 98.4million/- on 
the basis of an average of 24/- 
per kilogramme,”’ it said. 

It added that the selling 
price was not “too low” for 
the “small headless industrial 
prawns" which were all sold 
to AFC because “TAFICO 
failed to get another buyer.” 

The report said that even 
the bigger type of prawns 
would sell at only 40/- a 
kilogramme on average and 
not up to 80/- as suggested in 
the press. 

The report further argued 
that the 25 per cent shere of 
the sales given to TAFICO 
which later rose to 35 per cent 
was “‘commendable Under 
similar agreements in other 


countries, the local! parties do 


not get more than 15 per cent 
of the earnings.” 

On reports that one of the 
AFC vessels, M.S. innar had 
sailed away with 40 tonnes of 
shrimps worth three million 
shillings, the committee said 
it could not ascertain the 
amount but that ‘““TAFICO 
management confirmed the 
consignment was off-loaded 
into another veasel which 
hauled it to the Dar ew 
Salaam port.” 

The report confirmed that 
TAFICO declared to the Cen- 
tral Bank only 101 tonnes of 
prawns and 36 others for the 
AFC during the first three 
months of fishing. 

The report further said, 
“the committee could not 
ascertain whether’ the 
declared amount was correct 
or not because TAFICO failed 
to produce relevant 
documents on this aspect.” 


In a statement issued soon 
after the Daily News series 
TAFICO Chairman and 
Managing Director, R. Mrope 
totally refuted press reports 
as false and in a statement 
said to have been issued by 
the Board of Directors he 
cautioned that ‘‘the Daily 
News should not be wed

The cotton buying season 
runs from June to December 


each year. ‘ 
The western belt which 
com prises Mwanza, 


Shinyanga, Tabora, Kigoma,

[Text] The head of state, Col Saye Zerbo, today received in audience Guy Penne, 
President Francois Mitterrand's adviser on African affairs. After the audience 
Guy Penne answered questions from Lossomo Zoromi: 


[Begin recording] [Question] Mr Adviser, you have just had long discussions 
with the head of state. Could we know what you talked about during these long 
discussions? 


[Answer] Well, this is the first time I have been in Upper Volta and I brought 
a message from President Francois Mitterrand to the president of Upper Volta. 

It is quite normal that after delivering the message we shall talk about pioblems 
of common interest to us. Obviously, we talked about problems of cooperation. 

I think the cooperation between our countries has dwindled for some time; it 

has already begun again and France wishes to see it develop. Of course, we have 
our own problems in France, we have our own difficulties of all sorts but we 

are looking attentively at all that we can do here. Already documents are being 
studied. A mission of the Cooperation Ministry is here to study all problems 

to be tackled. I would like to tell you that [word indistinct] will to be 
received by President Francois Mitterrand within the framework of the conference 
with African countries to be held in Paris. Eighteen heads of state will be 
present and I think that <. that occasion all the heads of state will expose the 
peculiar problems of their countries [words indistinct ] 


[Question] You have just spoken about cooperation between Upper Volta and 
France. May we know which fields of cooperation you discussed with the head 
of state? 


[Answer] I think the talks were more political than technical. The president 
ot the republic knows very well all the problems. He demonstrated this (?to me). 


The points which interest him most concern cooperation relating to all infra- 
structures in your country; there are problems ranging from dams and railroads 

to the search d exploitation of mineral resources, There are also other 

fields of cooperation in technical aspects concerning the university, health, etc. 
Well, you are an Upper Voltan, you know more than I do all that interests your 
country, all that you would like France to give. But I will tell you that this 
year France has begun increasing the proportion of its GNP for Third World 


countries including Africa anu we have received a lot of requests [word indistinct]. 





All these should be worked out by the development of the north-south dialogue. 
France cannot do everything alone; it has its own problems, but what we wish 
to do is to set the example [words indistinct] and to try to bring other 
countries along. That is why President Francois Mitterrand puts more emphasis 
on the problem of the dollar and the deepening of the north-south dialogue. 
That was his position in Ottawa, that will be his position in Cancun, It is a 
position of alarm which the socialists wish to use to help the most needy on 
the national scene [words indistinct]. I will also say that since his 

early childhood when he was a student and later as a politician member of 
parliament, minister and then as a president he has been very much attached 

to Africa.

NEW HEALTH MINISTER DISCUSSES CARE, SERVICES 
Salisbury THE HERALD in English 19 Oct 81 p l 


(Text] The health of farm workers and their families is, due to a lack of 
adequate care, among the worst in Zimbabwe, the Minister of Health, Dr Simon 
Mazorodze, said yesterday, 


Dr Mazorodze said this was because farm workers and their dependants had become 
a forgotten people, a part of the population without adequate or sufficient access 
to health care services. 


"During the days of colonialism whites occupied splendid homes on a grand scale 
seldom seen elsewhere, while the farm workers were provided with dingy, dark 
hovels without any consideration having been given to comfort. 


"Cooking facilities were either absent or minimal, Baths, showers and proper 
toilet facilities were unheard of. Not only this, but workers had to live in 
grossly overcrowded conditions," he said, addressing farm workers in Bindura. 


These conditions now had to be changed and while minimum standards would in 
future be laid down, it would also be necessary for the farm workers themselves 
to contribute in a spirit of self-help. 


In the past malnutrition with resuitant diseases had been caused by persistently 
low wages. 


"The Government is determined to end the cycle of deprivation and ill-health, but 
it cannot do this without the help of each individual, We all need to participate 
in the primary health care scheme since this begins not only at home but at work," 
Dr Mazorodze said. 


Curative measures alone would do little to change the incidence of disease in 
this country. Experience in other countries had shown that sophisticated health 
approaches alone were generally inappropriate unless backed by out-reach and 
preventive services,

The village health worker training programme was now well underway, ensuring that 
additional help would in future be available at rural health centres. 


"It is our intention to have one district hospital staffed by three doctors in 
each of the 55 districts," Dr Mazorodze said, 


Outlining his ministry's future plans, he said this included being prepared for 
greater attendance at all rural health centres and clinics, in addition to: 


--Better ante-natal and maternity facilities. 
--A nationwide immunisation plan soon being launched. 


--Increasing the number of psychiatrically trained nurses who would be available 
for consultation and treatment of psychiatric problems at local health centres. 


--Improving "the terrible conditions" which have existed in mental hospitals and 
providing travel warrants with free food and accommodation for relatives of the 
mentally ill, so ensuring that family contact was not lost, 


--Examining ways of assessing care and work-training for the mentally handicapped. 


(the minister, in his first policy speech since assuming office last week, 
emphasised that it was his unequivocal intention to continue the path which his 
predecessor, Dr Herbert Ushewokunze, had begun to plough. 


He described Dr. Ushewokunze, who was dismissed from his post by the Prime 
Minister, Mr Mugabe, on October 12, as "a tireless worker for the people who 
had always been particularly concerned about bringing an acceptable level of 
health care to farm workers."

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PM, EDUCATION MINISTER WARN STRIKERS 
Teachers, Nurses Criticized by Mugabe

[Text] Bulawayo--The Prime Minister, Mr Mugabe, yesterday attacked the striking 
teachers and nurses calling them "people with unrevolutionary minds who never 
experienced the hardships of the struggle for liberation." 


Addressing a rally in Victoria Falls, Mr Mugabe warned the strikers that if they 
continued the Government would make them feel the kind of hardships freedom 
fighters and peasants in the rural communities suffered, 


"Tt is not difficult to arrest them and throw them into the bush for two or three 
months in order to make them feel such hardships," he said. 


The Prime Minister said the nurses and teachers never heeded calls to strike in 
order to bring down the Ian Smith regime, 


They helped the colonial government by not striking, he said. 


"Who suffered most in in this country? Was it the nurses and teachers or the 
peasants who lost their cattle and fields and had their homes burned or even got 
killed for supporting the liberation struggle? 


"We have not even satisfied these landless peasants in giving them land. Are 
they striking? They are waiting patiently for the Government to help then, 


"We are saying we cannot review teachers' and nurses‘ salaries alike and leave 
others. When we make new wage policies they will be for all people, not just 
teachers and nurses," the Prime Minister said, 


Mr Mugabe said people who fought in the war were not striking. He said ex-ZIPRA 
and ex-ZANIA freedom fighters stayed in the assembiy points for a long time 
without pay until it was eventually decided to give them $100 a month. 








War Record 
"IT want to ask the striking teachers and nurses: Where is your war record? 
"We want to warn the strikers they did not feel hardships of the war of liberation. 


We will make them feel this hardship if they persist with their strikes," he 
warned, 


Mr Mugabe said the resettlement of the landless could not be completed this year 
because of the large number of people desiring land. 


He said those people who were not resettled this year should be patient as the 
exercise would continue next year. 


The Prime Minister appealed to people not to rush into unoccupied land and live 
as squatters, 


On the minimum wage legislation, the Prime Minister said this was being reviewed 
on the basis of the recommendations of the Riddell Commission report. 


He said there was a comprehensive review of the wage and pension schemes for all 
groups of workers. As such it would take some time to complete the review. 


Two military helicopters carrying the Prime Minister and his entourage arrived 
in Victoria Falls shortly after 4 pm. The Prime Minister was greeted by thousands 
of cheering people and later entertained by traditional dancers and school choirs.

He said that despite his statement on Monday urging the teachers to return to 
work, most of them had ignored this appeal and now there were countrywide 
demonstrations and strikes. 


The full text of the minister's statement is: 


"In the statement issued on Monday, the Minister of Education and Culture warned 
striking teachers that he would not meet them and he appealed to them to return 
to their classrooms and to forward their grievances through the proper channels, 
that is, the Zimbabwe Teachers’ Association which is the officially recognised 
negotiating body for the teaching profession. 


"Regrettably, a large body of teachers ignored this appeal and continued with 
their wildcat strike. In addition, demonstrations and strikes have occurred in 
other parts of the country. Such action is detrimental to the teachers’ cause 
for it will not lead to a solution of their grievances and it will only harden 














public opinion against them. More important, however, is the harmful effect it 

is having on the education of the pupils in the affected schools. This is 
especially so in relation to the marking of the Grade 7 Examination scripts, where 
the results are likely to be seriously delayed if strike action continues. 


"Because the interests of the schoolchildren are paramount and must be considered 
before all others, it has become necessary now to issue a very stern and final 
warning to all teachers who do not heed the call to return to their posts. 
Accordingly, the minister has directed that: 


1. Any teacher who is arrested by the police for unlawful assembly will auto- 
matically be dismissed; 


2. Any teacher who has not returned to duty by the 22nd October 1981 will auto- 
matically be dismissed, 


"If teachers who have been dismissed subsequently wish to resume teaching, 
they will have to reapply and if accepted: 


(a) They will be classed as probationers with no recognition being given for 


previous service and any benefits accruing from such previous service will be 
forfeited; 


(b) They may be deployed anywhere in the country."

(Text] Firms with big export contracts in South Africa are frantically hunting 
for new markets, 


For the traditional sales south of the border are expected to dry up when the 
preferential trade agreement lapses next March. 


Scrapping of the pact will make Zimbabwean goods uncompetitive by pushing the 
price up 25 percent. 


And unless companies fill the gap by winning new overseas markets the nation 
stands to lose millions in foreign currency. 


The trade agreement--which means that only 5 percent import duty has to be paid 
on Zimbabwean goods entering South Africa instead of 30 percent--was drawn up in 
1964, 

Pretoria announced just after independence that the pact would end in two years.

The move, made at the same time as the introduction of visas for Zimbabwe pass- 
port holders going south, was seen as an attempt to intimidate the Government.

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SECRECY LIFTED ON SANCTIONS TRIALS

[Text] The Government has taken the wraps off a number of "secret" High Court 
trials of people involved in sanctions busting. 


The trials were held in camera and restriction was placed by the then minister 
of justice on the revelation or publication of anything heard in them because 
of the sensitivity of circumventing international sanctions against Rhodesia. 


In two trial records seen yesterday, a certificate signed by the Minister of 
Justice and Constitutional Affairs, Senator Simbi Mubako on July 1, authorises 
the publication of all information relating to the proceedings. 


The certificate is in terms of the Emergency (Judicial and other Proceedings) 
Regulations 1975. 


Records of several other "secret" trials are believed to be still restricted. 
The accused were charged not by their names but by a letter of the alphabet. 
According to the records in a trial before Mr Justice Pittman in [word blurred] 
Mr John Arnold Bredenkamp and Mr Ian John Bond were convicted of four contra- 


ventions of Exchange Control regulations. 


Charged respectively as A and B, Mr Bredenkamp was fined $45 550 (or 40 months) 
and Mr Bond $14 000 (or 17 months and two weeks). 


An agreed statement of facts in the record said that Mr Bredenkamp was a 
successful businessman with foreign interests and engaged in importing commodities 
to sanctions-bound Rhodesia. 


In August 1978, Mr Justice Beck acquitted the financial adviser to the Minister 
of Defence, "B," of 12 criminal counts including theft of Government funds and 


corruption. 


It was alleged that the accused both stole and accepted "backhanders"™ running 
into several thousands of dollars outside the country. 
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He was responsible for the use of State funds for the purchase of weapons and 


ammunition on the international market authorised by the Defence Procurement

PEASANT FARMERS GET $36M FOR MAIZE

[Text] The Grain Marketing Board has already paid peasant farmers about $36 
million for their maize, Mr Bill Long, general manager of the board, said 
yesterday. 


The maize price is $120 a tonne. 


"We have paid all the commercial and peasant farmers who have delivered maize 
to us," Mr Long said. "To date we have taken in about 1 900 000 tonnes. There 
are about 100 000 tonnes still to come in, most of it from the commercial 
farmers," he said. 


Of the maize so far delivered, 1 600 000 tonnes came from the commercial farmers 
and about 280 000 tonnes from the peasants. 


Of the total crop of two miilion tonnes, 650 000 tonnes would be consumed in the 
country. About 390 000 tonnes were committed to export orders with neighbouring 
countries and the World Food Programme, 


About 200 000 tonnes had already been delivered to countries like Angola, Senegal, 
Mali, Mozambique, Tanzania, Kenya and Somalia. 


The WFP had taken 30 000 tonnes and would take another 20 000 tonnes as soon as 
it was delivered by road to Vila de Manica in Mozambique. There it would be 
loaded into wagons of the Mozambique railways. 


There were not enough railway wagons for the Grain Marketing Board's rail 
deliveries via Zambia, Mr Long said. 


Wagons full of maize crossed the Victoria Falls bridge every day, he said. 


It was not possible to deliver maize any faster. To airfreigit it would 
be too costly. 


"We have quoted a maize price loaded into aircraft at Salisbury airport, and 
there were no takers," he said, 
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"If transport were not the problem we would just have to snap our fingers to get 
many more orders for maize," Mr Long said. 


The balance of 190 000 tonnes of maize to fulfil the export orders were stored in 
50 depots around the country. 


Mr Desmond Taylor, deputy representative in Zimbabwe of the World Food Programme, 
said the organisation had investigated the feasibility of airfreighting its maize 
purchases but had found the cost too high. 

"We are sending maize out by the only way economically possible, through Vila de 
Manica, via Beira and Dar es Salaam and round the coast to Angola, Senegal and 
Mali and West Coast countries," he said. 


"We are managing to land it at Mombasa at US $250 tonne, including the purchase 
price of the maize. That is quite a reasonable rate," he said.

SUGAR PRODUCTION PROBLEMS--The production of white sugar by ZSR Limited has been 
adversely affected through erratic deliveries of raw sugar from the Lowveld as 

a result of the current transport situation, and the difficulties which have 
been affecting the National Railways of Zimbabwe. The situation was particularly 
serious during the month of August. Subsequently, with the improved availability 
of white sugar from the Bulawayo refinery, further transport problems have 
affected the outward distribution of sugar from Bulawayo. Sunsweet sugar has 
been available as supplies of this have now been supplemented by the use of road 
hauliers returning from the Lowveld. This sugar, which arrives at the refineries 
in bagged form, can be readily transported by road. The raw sugar for refining, 
because of the quantities involved, is of necessity transported by rail in bulk.

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AUGUST MIGRATION--Zimbabwe suffered a net migration loss of more than 1 100 people 
in August, the latest Digest of Statistics has revealed, The digest said that 
while 489 people entered Zimbabwe as immigrants, 1 602 people emigrated, creating 
the loss of 1 113. This was 382 people more than the loss for July. The total 
loss of migrants for January to August this year is 8 449, 1 516 more than for the 
same period last year. The digest said the figures were incomplete because they 
neglected unofficial border crossings, and people who said they would be away

SECURITY SEIZES FILMS--Four people--three of them tourists--were grabbed by 
plainclothes security men recently for taking photographs of Salisbury's Milton 
Buildings, which houses the Prime Minister's Office, But an Information Ministry 
spokesman said yesterday: "There is no law to stop anyone taking pictures of the 
building." The latest incident happened on Friday when 18-year-old Irene Tsou- 
roulis was taken to Salisbury Central Police Station after snapping the historic 
building. "I was suddenly surrounded by security men and then taken to the police 
station," she said. "On the way a sergeant accused me of taking the pictures for 
South Africa, I told him not to be so stupid.” She was released after two hours 
and told that no charges would be brought against her. "I'm seeing my lawyer 
this week," said Miss Tsouroulis. Two weeks ago a visiting British couple were 
grabbed by security men when trying to photograph the building in Samora Machel 
Avenue, Ex-British Special Branch policeman Frank May and his wife Molly, who 
are both in their 50s were detained in an office and had their film confiscated. 
"We tried to explain to them that we hadn't actually taken a photograph," said 
Mrs May, who was visiting her son in Zimbabwe, "This experience was undiplomatic, 
unsympathetic, unnecessary and unforgettable." She said the Ministry of Tourism 
should state in their brochures any restrictions on photography. A week earlier 
a visiting Polish banker was also surrounded after taking a picture of Milton 
Buildings.

VISA BACKLOG--Bulawayo--Zimbabweans wishing to visit South Africa on business 
have to wait for visas from 10 to 14 days, a spokesman for the South African 
trade mission said yesterday. The volume of work in processing applications had 
increased by about 200 percent since the visa requirement was introduced on 

June 1. But a Confederation of Zimbabwe Industries official said Zimbabwean 
businessmen have to wait for five to six weeks for visas. CZI's Miss J.V. 
Leicester said South African businessmen wishing to come to Zimbabwe on urgent 
matters have only to wait up to three days for visas. She said the case of a 
South African who was reported to have been refused a visa by the Zimbabwe trade 
mission in Johannesburg could have been an isolated one caused by a misunder- 
standing. The incident is reported in the current CZI publication. "I have 
been waiting for further information about this case, but nothing further has 
developed since we heard about it some weeks ago."

interval management of co-operatives, but offered them aid if it was requested,

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only assist co-operatives when people had formed them with land, finance, skiils 
and moral support. He urged co-operative leaders to have faith in the strength 
of their members and to avoid “working in a bureaucratic manner." "Leadership 
must study hard to mas**r modern skills of development and operate your agricul- 
ture programmes scientifically and eftectively. The success of your co-operative 
will depend on your management." The Government had experts in accounting and 
he urged the co-operative to use them.

Ignore 
them and if they are a hindrance please report them to us and we will fire then,

CONSUMER PRICES--Consumer prices, particularly for the higher-income urban 
families, now seem certain to show an average increase of more than 20 percent 
during 1981, says the RAL Merchant Bank's guide to the Zimbabwe economy. The 
final boost in this bracket was provided by higher petrol prices and increased 
mortgage bond interest rates, said the review. The purchasing power of money 
will also be affected by higher finance charges for items bought on extended 
credit or hire-purchase and for those not already in the process of paying on 
vehicles or household equipment bought on hire-purchase, the higher interest 
rates will possibly persuade some people to postpone their intended purchases, 
"Others may see the interest rate charge as being tolerable in the light of the 
rising rate of inflation, but to the extent that consumer demand is reduced by 
the interest rate measures a better balance may develop between the supply of and 
the demand for the type of consumer products affected." The review said demand 
pressures were still being generated within the economy by features such as the 
high Budget deficit; the rapidly increasing public expenditure; the changiag 
lifestyles and consumption patterns of many of the country's people as home 
ownership and electrification of suburban areas gathers momentum; and the 
continuing upward adjustments in minimum wage levels. Labour costs were also 
affected at the higher end of the scale by the growing shortage of skilled 
manpower that was forcing employers to compete more vigorously for the available 
skills and there was every indication that the situation would remain serious for

BANK TALKS--Delegates from all over Africa will gather in Salisbury today to 
discuss the setting up of an "African memory Bark," the director of the Pan- 
African Documentation and Information System, Dr Jullien Quirino-Lanhounmey, said 
yesterday. PADIS, under the United Nations Economic Commission for Africa, aims 
to set up information centres on a continental, regional and national basis, 
which will provide the sort of information required by policy-makers, technicians, 
planners and "others engaged in the economic and social development of African 
states."'

POLITICAL CURBS--Bulawayo--The Patriotic Front would do nothing to precipitate a 
breakdown of law and order, but legislation should not be used to silence con- 
structive criticism of the Government, a Matabeleland North MP said in Bulawayo 
yesterday, Mr Sydney Malunga was one of three speakers at a PF rally at Gwaba- 
landa ground called for the party's Nehanda branch, The other two, who also spoke 
critically about the recent measures to curb political meetings, were Mr Aaron 
Ndlovu, the party's secretary for labour relations, and Mr Bishi Handanda, the 
deputy executive secretary for health. To "curb" political meetings, while allow- 
ing ministers to address meetings without restriction, "infringes on the basic 
human rights embodied in the Constitution signed at Lancaster House,” Mr Malunga 
said, Mr Ndlovu attacked the call for a one-party state and said it threatened 
the unity of the people of Zimbabwe. The PF was prepared to work with the Govern- 
ment in its programmes but its will to co-operate was being thwarted by Government 
leaders “who threaten to arrest us." He said newspapers had been "ordered not to 
report" the views of those outside the governing party. Mr Hananda was cheered 
loudly when he defended the former Minister of Health, Dr Herbert Ushewokunze, 
saying he would be welcome to join the PF.

POLITICAL RALLY--A ZANU (PF) Member of Parliament for Mashonaland East, Mr A.B. 
Midzi, said yesterday that the Government had not yet been able to attend to some 
of the people's problems because of its preoccupation with building a national 
army. He told a rally in the Ruwa-Bromley district that the Government needed a 
strong army to deal effectively with the potential threat posed by its enemies. 
The main speaker at the rally was supposed to be the Minister of Labour and Social 
Services, Mr Kumbirai Kangai, who did not turn up. Some of the placards displayed 
at the rally read: "The Bromley-Ruwa Council is still a white council," "Goro- 
monzi Police need reorientation," and "Forward with a one-party ZANU (PF) state." 
Mr Midzi said it was known that some whites did not want to co-operate or work 
with blacks. "This is because for a long time they never accepted us as equals. 
The Government has been tolerant and this has been taken advantage of." He 
warned that the time would come when the Government's patience would run out. 

On the question of a one-party state, he urged people throughout Zimbabwe to 

work hard to make it possible for ZANU (PF) to win all 100 seats in the House of 
Assembly.
